APPLICATION SUMMARY: 
The application summary was complete. 


PROPOSAL DESCRIPTION: 
The detailed project description was complete. 


The applicant proposes to replace a magnetic resonance imager (MRI). The 
existing MRI is a GE 1.5 Tesla Excite HDx 16 Channel MRI and did not require 
a CON because it was under the $1 million threshold. 


The replacement equipment would be a GE 1.5 Tesla Optima 450W wide-bore 
MRI and would be located in the Martin Center on the Cox South campus. The 
applicant expects installation to take place by early May, 2016. The project 
includes the MRI and other necessary expenditures for the unit. 


COMMUNITY NEED CRITERIA AND STANDARDS: 
The applicant documented compliance with the Criteria and Standards for 
“equipment.” 


The existing MRI is sixteen years old and has exceeded the CMS “End of Life” 
standard. Support for software and hardware is no longer available for the 
unit. 


The replacement equipment would allow the applicant to continue to provide 
care at the Martin Center. Patient satisfaction and outcomes would improve. 
The unit is a wide bore and has a table that can withstand more weight, which 
are needed for larger and claustrophobic patients. Also, the proposed MRI 
offers technology that significantly decreases noise. This improves the quality 
of scans due to less movement by pediatric and neurological patients. The unit 
allows continuous imaging without repositioning the patient or coil. Other 
technological advances and new capabilities are listed within the application. 


The applicant states there would be no direct impact on patient charges. 


FINANCIAL FEASIBILITY CRITERIA AND STANDARDS: 
The applicant documented financial feasibility of the project. 


A letter from The Commerce Trust Company was provided to document that 
sufficient funds are available to support the project. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: 


A small amount of additional information was required from the applicant and is 
included with the electronic application on the CON website.

APPLICATION SUMMARY: 
The application summary was complete. 


PROPOSAL DESCRIPTION: 
The detailed project description and community awareness and support were 
documented. 


The applicant proposes to acquire a second robotic surgery system. It would 
be a da Vinci Xi Surgical System and would be installed in an existing operating 
suite. It would initially be used for gynecologic oncology, colorectal, gynecology, 
general surgery, urology and cardio thoracic services. The project includes the 
system, fees and freight. 


The existing system is a 2011 year robotic technology platform, DaVinci Si, and 
is operating near or at capacity. The new system would enable the applicant to 
offer access to the newest robotic platform. 


The public was notified of the project through an announcement in the Kansas 
City Star. The application included eight letters of support. No letters in 
opposition have been received. 


COMMUNITY NEED CRITERIA AND STANDARDS: 
A need according to the Criteria and Standards for “Equipment and New 
Hospitals” was documented. 


For additional units, an optimum utilization standard applies. However, there 
are currently no CON standards for robotic surgery systems. The applicant 
stated that the additional system would allow the Medical Center to expand 
capacity and offer technology enhancements including performance of complex 
multi-quadrant procedures, greater anatomical access and higher definition 3D 
vision for superior capability. Also, patients would be able to stay in the area 
for services they currently seek outside of the area. 


The applicant’s existing unit performed 300, 237, and 265 procedures for years
